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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to appreciate the advantage offered by driving circuit of 
display device with the following distinctive features such as set by all of the independent 
claims. In particular, the art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest constructing a driving circuit 
of a pixel comprising a transistor having a first gate terminal connected to a scan line, a first 
drain terminal is connected to a first terminal point of a biasing device, and a first source 
terminal is connected to a first terminal of a capacitor and a voltage coupler, wherein a second 
terminal of the capacitor is connected to a ground posses all of the distinctive features such as 
defined by independent claims 1,10 and Figure 3 to make a different gray scale colors and a full 
coloration in OLED display with different current are fed to the data lines.
